The SPEECH of ihe Right Honourable A 
O——w, Eſq; at the Bar of the Houſe of Lords, 
April 29. 1740, upon preſenting the Money-Bills to 


His Majeſty. 


May it pleaſe Your moſt ſacred Majeſty, 

E Commons of Great Britain, in Parliament 
aſſembled, beg Leave to preſent to your Majeſty 
the Money-Bills for the Sums that are neceſſary 
to carry on the great and important Buſineſs of 
this Nation. They amount, in all, to four Millions of Mo- 
ney ; an immenſe Sum indeed! but granted by your Com- 
mons not only with Chearfulneſs, but Unanimity, and a 
great Part of it with unuſual Diſpatch ; this, Sir, aroſe from 
the Aſſurance they have that it will be expended for the 
great and neceſſary Purpoſes for which it is granted. 


Thus, your Majeſty has the Satisfaction to perceive that 
your faithful Subjects have done their Duty in enabling your 
Majeſty to ſupport thoſe vaſt Armaments both by Sea and 
Land, which are, under your Majeſty's wiſe Direction, to 
procure them Satisfaction for thoſe Wrongs that have been 
wantonly inflicted upon this Nation by an inſolent Enemy, 
who vainly imagined that a prudent Forbearance was the 
Effect of pufillanimous Councils, and that Willingneſs to 
avoid, if poſſible, a deſtructive War, proceeded from an 
Inability to puniſh their Injuſtice. But Thanks to Heaven, 
there is yet a Strength and Spirit in the Nation that may con- 
vince them how inelly they are miſtaken, and the Sum 
which your faithful Commons have now the Honour to pre- 
ſent to your Majeſty, is a Proof of the great Power which 


this Nation is able to exert, when the Glory of your Majeſ- 
% Crown, aud ho Proforyntian of their wn juſt and un- 
Joubted Rights calls it forth. At the ſame time, the Unani- 
mity and Chearfulneſs which appears among your faithful 
Commons to ſupport your Majeſty in this juſt and neceſſary 
War, may give other, and more formidable, Powers to un- 
derſtand, what they are to expect if they ſhall join with the 
ſent Enemies of your Majeſty's Crown and People. It is 
perhaps owing to this Unanimity and Chearfulneſs, that we 
are as yet engaged in a War with Spain alone, and that, du- 
ring the Courſe of this War yoyr Majeſty's gubjects have 
been enabled, without any material Interruption, to pro- 
ſecute their moſt valuable Branches of Trade, while their 
Enemies have met with the ſevereſt Checks, and have fatally 
experienced how feeble their Riches and Wealth are againſt 
the Efforts of a brave People, united under a Prince who 
knows no Intereſts ſep rate from theirs, nor aſpires at any 
Glory greater than that of preſerving them in the full Enjoy- 
ment of their Rights and Privileges. 


Let the Enemies of this Nation therefore boaſt of their 
far-brought Treaſure; let them rely upon their wide ex- 
tended Dominions, while all Europe are Witnefſes how 
little the Advantages that ariſe from either, avail againſt that 
irreſiſtible Strength which ariſes from Induſtry, Liberty and 
Commerce. Theſe invaluable Mines of the Britiſþ Treaſure 
have been fully protected under your Majeſty, and your 
faithful Commons reflect with Pleaſure and Gratitude, that 
it is owing to this conſtant Attention in your Majeſty to the 


great Concerns of your Subjects, that they are now enabled 


to grant to your Majeſty the great Sums contained in theſe 
Bills, 


The great Succeſs of your Majeſty's Arms under your 
Majeſty's brave Admiral in America, is an illuſtrious Proof 
of your Majeſty's wiſe and prudent Care in giving the pro- 
per Orders for d: pag oe Enemy in the moſt ſenſible Parts. 
The Bravery of your ajeſty's Subjects on that Occahion, 
will, no doubt, convince the Enemy of the Superiority 
which a juſt Senſe of the moſt ignominious Treatment o! 

our Majeſty's Crown, and the barbarous Inhumanities in- 
flicted upon their Fellow- Subjects, will always produce in 
a People jealous of their Sovereign's Honour and their 
own Rights. The other Succcſles that in ihe Courſe of this 
War have attended your Majeſty's Arms, are ſo many In- 
ſtances of che vaſt Power of this Nation when ſhe exerts her 
true and natural Strength, and give your faithful Commons 
de pleaſing Proſpect o Majefiy's endi is juſt 2nd 
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neceſſary War with that Glory to your Majeſty, with that 
Security to their own undoubted Rights of Navigation and 
Commerce, and with that Honour to the Nation in general, 
which the Goodneſs of your Majeſty's Cauſe, the Wiſdom 
of your Councils, and the Bravery of your Forces, deſerve, 


It will be owing to ourſelves if we are diſappointed in 
this Expectation, and we can only have ourſelves to blame, 
if this Wan is not attended with numberleſs Advantages 
to your Majeſty's Dominions. But if we are united at home, 
we have nothing to dread from abroad; and we have every 
thing to hope from your Majeſty's known Attachment to 
the Rights and Liberties of your People. Our Situation, as 
an Iſland, defends us from all Attacks of foreign Power and 
your Majeſty's faithful Commons hope that no Diſuni- 
on among ourſelves ſhall ever give the common Enemies of 
the Nation, whoever they are, thoſe Advantages which 
they now deſpair of obtaining by Arms. It is Union alone, 
(and we may ſay with Pleaſure, we are all united in the pre- 
ſent great Work) that can take from our Enemies the leaſt 
8 w of Hope to ſucceed, either by open Force, or do- 
meſtic Treachery. It is by each of us in our ſeveral Stations 
endeavouring to promote that Duty and Zeal for your Ma- 
jeſty's Perſon Government, that Regard for the Laws 
and Conſtitution of this Kingdom, and that Abhorrence of 
thoſe Principles which have ever tended to ſubvert our 
Liberties; it is by ſuch a Behaviour alone that we can rea 


thoſe Rleſſings. ich y Majeſty's wiſ- and mild Ad- 
miniſtration, and * — uccels of your Majeſty's 


Arms in the Courſe of this War, gives us the moſt ſolid 
Foundation for expecting. 


At the End of the laſt great War, in which the very 
Power that your Majeſty's Arms are now chaſtifing, was a 
Party againſt us, we might have ſecur'd thoſe Advantages 
in the moſt effectual manner, had we been but true to our- 
ſelves, and had we not — up in a ſhameſul manner all 
the Terms which this Nation had a Right to expe& from 
along, glorious, and expenſive War. Providence has again 
brought the ſame Opportunity about; and your M jeſty will, 
we hope, ſoon retrieve, by your wiſe and ſucceſstul Con- 
duct in the Perſecution of this great and important War, 
thoſe Advantages in point of Commerce and Navigation, 
that were then ſacrific'd to our domeſtick Animoſities, which 
would not ſuffer us to diſcern our real Intereſts. But your 
Majeſty's Regard for the Rights and Privileges of your 
Subjects on this great Occaſion, has united J Parties in a 
juſt Senſe of the Wrongs the Nation has ſuffer'd, they are 
all agreed upon the Terms your Majeſty has a Right to re- 


ee and your Majeſly's faithſul Commons will think 


themſelves happy, they will think all the Treaſure employ'd 
at his important Juncture wiſely and uſefully apply'd, it ic 
ſhall procure to the Nation thoſe Advantages of Commerce 
and Navigation which we then gave up. 


It is from the Regard your Majeſty has always ſhewn for 
the juſt Rights of your Subjefts, from that inviolable At- 
tachment to the Intereſt of this Nation, which have been- 
always the Rule of your Majeſty's Adminiſtration, that 
your faithful Commons promiſe to themſelves ſuch a full 
Security in the Exerciſe of their Navigation, as may raiſe 
this Nation to a higher Pitch of Grandeur than ſhe could 
have hop'd for even on the Concluſion of that great War. 
The Meaſures which have hitherto been purſued, give them 
the ſtrongeſt Reaſon to believe chat all their juſt Expectations 
will be fulfill'd, and that the Reputation, Commerce, and 
Influence of this Nation, under your Majeſty, ui be put 


upon ſuch a Footing, as to put them beyond the Poſlibility 


of all future Violation, even from the moſt powerful and 
moſt formidable Enemy, which this Nation no has, or 
may hereafter have to encounter, 


* your Majeſty, by the Attention you have ſtill paid tc 
the juſt Defires of peur Pegple; as b Majeſty's cog- 
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tinual Application to the Senſe of your great Cc uncil upon 
every Step that has been taken in the Proſecution of this 
great Work, you have convinced your Subjects that you 
puriue no Intereſts ſeparate from theirs, ſo there is nothing 
that may be neceſlary for them to fulfil] in the future Ma- 
nagement cf the War, that your Majeſty may not juſtly 
promiſe to yourſelf from their Affections and Gratitude. 
As they and all Europe are Witneſs with what reluctance 
your Majeſty entered into this War, while there remained 
any Hopes of obtaining in the Way of Negotiation that 
which your Majeſty endeavours now to obtain by Force 
of Arms; as they feel no other Inconveniences from it, 
but ſuch as muſt unavoidably happen in the Courſe of a 
Maritime War, ſo they have reaſon to hope that it will be 
as gloriouſly ended as it has been hitherto ſucceſsfully con- 
ducted, and that all Europe will be convinced from the Fate of 
Spain how dangerous it is to provoke the Reſentment of your 
Majeſty, or to attack the Rights of a Nation, who derive their 
Riches and Strength from Commerce. And indeed, who 
can ſay, that this War may not be Critical to Great Britain, 
by opening Channels of Trade hitherto denied to your 
Majeſty's Subjects? Who can ſay, it is not reſerved to be 
the peculiar Glory of your Majeſty's Reign, that' Great 
Britain ſhall from the Event of this War extend her Com- 
merce, and enlarge her Poſleſſions, ſo as to acquire a degree 
of Strength and Power unknown to her under the moſt 
glorious of your Majeſty's Predeceſſors. 

Their Glory often deſolated their Kingdoms, and impo- 
veriſhed their Subjects, but it may be your Majeſty's Hap- 
pineſs to reconcile your Glory to the nobleſt, the richeſt 
Gifts of Peace and Commerce, by the Encouragement 
given to your Majeſty's Subjects to attack the Poſſeſſions 
of your Majeſty's Enemies in America. A Bill to which 
your Majeſty has already given your Royal Aſſent has this 


ſame Seſſion paſſed both Houſes for the Purpoſe ; by that 


Bill ſuch Encouragement is given to your Majeſty's adven- 
turing Subjects, or other your Majeſty's Forces, if they ſhall 
attack and conquer any Part of the Enemies diſtant Poſſeſ- 
fions, as cannot fail of obtaining thoſe Advantages in Trade 
and Navigation, which we were formerly ſo wanting to 
ourſelves as to overlook ; Advantages that may raiſe the 
Power and Reputation of this Nation to the higheſt Pitch 
upon the moſt ſolid Foundation, and unalterably fix the 
Balance of Europe in the Hands of your Majeſty, and your 
Auguſt Houſe. Theſe are the Conſequences which your Ma- 
jeſty's Subjects may reaſonably promiſe to themſelves from 
the Event of this War. They are Conſequences that will 
diſtinguiſh your Majeſty's Reign to all Poſterity, by making 
this War as productive of Happineſs and Riches to'your Ma- 
jeſty's Subjects, as otnere have bern of Deb Ruin. 
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The great Aids which your Msajeſty's faithful Commons 
now preſent to your Majeſty, will enable your M-jeſty to 
retain the Dominion of the Seas, which will render it im- 
poſſible for any Power in Europe to give your Mijeſty's 
Enemies ſuch Aſiiſtance, as to wreſt from your Mijcity any 
of the Advantages which your Majeſty's Subjects promiſe 
to themſelves from this War, and which will be ſuch a 
Source of Wealth to this Nation as may give Poſterity Rea- 
ſon to reflect with Pleaſure upon the generous Views of 


your Majeſty, and the' provident Wiſdom of this Parlia- 
ment. | 


And now may that God, to whom your Majeſty has now 
appealed, bleſs your Majeſty's Councils and Arms with the 
Succeſs which the Juſtice of your Majeſty's Cauſe delerves, 
and make this War as glorious and happy to your Majeſty, 
and Subjecte, as it has been wiſely and neceſſarily enter'd 
into by your Majeſty. And tbat your Majeſty's faithful 
Commons may not be wanting to your Majeſty, to the Na- 
tion, or to them elves in providing for what lies at their 
Door towards making this a glorious and a ſucceſsſul War, 
they beg your Majeſty's gracious Acceptance of the fol- 
lowing Bills, which will convince your Majeſty and all the 
World, that under whatever Difficulties this Nation may 
labour from its Public Debts, yet your Majeſty's Subjects 
will always find the Means of ſupporting your Majeſty, 


while your Majeſty ſo effectually employs your Power in 
protecting them. * _ 


The Speaker then preſented to his Majeſty the Money- 
Bills, together with a Bill, | 


« For granting to his Majeſty the Sum of One Million 
out of the Sinking-Fund, for the Service of the Year One 
thouſand ſeven bundred and forty, and for enabling His 
Majeſty to raiſe the further Sum of two hundred thouſand 
Pounds of the growing Produce of the ſaid Fund, and for 

ranting to His Majeſty the Sum of twenty one thouand 
| One Shilling and Eightpence Half. penny remain- 
ing in the Receipt of His Majeſty's Exchequer, ariſen 
by Sale of Lands in the Iſland of St. Chriffophers, and 
for the further appropriating the Supplies granted in this 
Seſſion of Parliament. 


To which His Majeſty. gave the Royal Aﬀent, and to 
17 Public, and to ſome private Bills, 


The Lord Chancellor then by His Majeſty's Command 
prorogued the Parliament to the 3d Day of 7e 174%
